$538,000 Reduction in $949,000,000 
Allowed for Veterans’

WASHINGTON, June 10.—A re- 
duction of $6,342,000 in the billion- 
dollar independent offices supply 
pill, carrying funds for the vet- 
erans’ administration, was agreed 
on today by the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee. mw, 

The. committee reduced the 
House approved total from $985,- 
931,431 to $979,588.566. Chairman 
Smoot (Rep.), Utah, .quickly re- 
ported the bill to the Senate. 

As the bill stands now, it ts $61.,- 
806,485 below budget estimates for 
1933 and $326,608,221 under the 
appropriations for this year. 

A cut of $538,000 in the $949,- 
000,000 administrative funds of the 
veterans’ administration was voted. 
The largest single decrease was the 
slicing of $2,379,000 from the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission 
fund. ' 

The commfttee restored the ap- 
propriation for the trade commis- 
sion td $1,236,500 with the proviso 
that $300,000 be used for its chain 
store and public utilities investiga- 
tions. : 

The committee limited to $10,000 
the salaries of employes of the 
Farm Board, excepting members 
of the board and the general coun- 
sel.

HOUSE AND HOOVER 
APPROVAL EXPECTED 


Reed, Borah, Johnson, 
Wagner iri Debate, Earn- 
est and Often Bitter — 
Economy Bill in Confer- 
ence—Farm Aid.

WASHINGTON, June 10.—The 
Wagner bill, appropriating $300,- 


000,000 for the relief of suffering 
throughout the United States and 
its territories, passed the Senate 
this afternoon after a day of ear- 
nest and sometimes bitter debate. 
The House is expected to pass it 
promptly, and indications are that 
President Hoover will sign .t, al- 
though the Senate ignored his ob- 
jection to some of its features. 

As has been explained, the bill 
provides that the sum shall ve ap- 


portioned among the respective 
states in proportion to population, 
and shall be lent to them 


through the Recoogstruction Finance 
Corporation upon certification by 
the respective Governors that the 
need exists. President Hoover in- 
sisted that the corporation be em- 
powered to determine the extent of 
the need, but the Senate rejected 
that method. 

This is the second important re- 
lief measure to come before. the 
Senate this year. Earlier in the 
session the La Follette-Costigan re- 
liet biil, carrying an appropriation 
of $375,000,000 for emergency re- 
lief, was defeated by a combination 
of administration Republicans and 
Conservative Democrats. President 
Hoover and the Democratic lead- 
ers have now come to the view that 
direct Federal aid is imperative. 

Amendments Accepted. 

Senator Barkley of Kentucky an- 
swered Couzens by saying that the 
responsibility for asking for a loan 
was up to the Governors of the 
states and not up to the Senators. 

Senator Reed of Pennsylvania de- 
clared that the Pennsyivania Con- 
stitution prohibited his State from 
receiving a loan or advance such 
as provided for in the bill. Logan 
(Dem.), Kentucky, made a similar 
statement regarding Kentucky. 

Senator La Follette, Progressive 
Republican from Wisconsin, sought 
to remedy this situation by an 
amendment which expressly pro- 
vides that State constitutional inhi- 
bitions should not be allowed to 
prevent the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation from making the 
Federal -loan.. The La _ Follette 
amendment also provided that the 
Finance Corporation should not 
attempt to pass on state constitu- 
tional questions. 

(This change would make it pos- 
sible for Missouri to obtain a loan. 
The State Constitution prohibits the 
Legislature from incurring  in- 
debtedness of more than $250,000 


unless by a bond issue voted by the 


people.) 3 

Senator Wagner said the La Fol- 
lette amendment was in accord 
with the general purposes of the 
bill, and it was promptly adopted. 
The Senate uccepted another 
amendment enabling territories as 
well as states to participate in the 
benefits of the bill. This was de- 
signed particularly for the relief of 
Porto Rico, where conditions are 
desperate. 


The Senate also adopted an 
amendment by Senator Lewis 
(Dem.), Illinois, enabling Gover- 
nors to lend the funds in turn to 
politica) subdivisions. He men- 
tioned the straits of the payless 
school teachers and policemen of 
Chicago. The Senate agreed to an. 
amendment increasing the Recon-i 
struction Corporation borrowing 
power $300,000,000 to care for the: 
relief loans. ; : 

The Senate rejected a plan spon- 
sdred by Senator Costigan (Dem.),, 
Colorado, for a Federally adminis- 
tered relief fund of $300,,000,000, 
urged by him as a substitute for 
the Democratic relief program. It- 
was defeated without a record vote.

Division No. 2 of Supreme 
Court Orders Bucking- 
ham Hotel Annex Watch- 
man Executed July 15.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 10.— 

Division No. 2 of the Missouri Su- 


preme Court today affirmed the 
arson murder conviction and death 
sentence imposed on Andrew B. 
Meadows, 55 years old, night watch- 
man at the Buckingham Hote] An- 
nex, St. Louis, dt the time of the 
Annex fire in which seven persons 
were killed, Dec. 6, 1927. 

Execution by hanging was or- 
dered in the St. Louis city jail on 
Friday, July 16, 

Emerson White, 31, Negro, con- 
victed of murdering Pinckney Hol- 
lis, 70, Negro, with a hatchet in a 
robbery in St. Louis Jan. 1, 1930, 
also was ordered executed in the 
St. Louis jail Juiv 15. 

Meadows was t.ie first man con- 
victed in the Buckingham Annex 
arson case. He was charged jointly 
with Lewis E. Balson and Ralph 
Pierson, owners of Hotel Bucking- 
ham and the Annex, and Robert H. 
Cotham, night clerk at the Buck- 
ingham, with murder in the perpe- 
tration of arson. 

Meadows signed a confession 
that he had agreed with Coth- 
am to aid in burning the An- 
nex after Cotham told him, 
Meadows said, that the hotel was 
in financial difficulties. In his con- 
fession Meadows said he started 
the fire, but at his trial in October, 
1930, he denied that he actually 
started the fire. 

At his trial Meadows admitted 
entering the plot; he said he omit- 
ted one of his rounds of inspection 
at 3 a. :2. so the fire could be 
started and that he received about 
$800 for his part under an ar- 
rangement by which he was to re- 
ceive $5000. 

Commissioner James A. Cooley, 
who wrote the opinion, overruled 
Meadows’ plea of lesser respon- 
sibility, which was based on his de- 
nial he started the fire. The com- 
missioner held Meadows admis- 
sions of a part in the conspiracy 
and in carrying it out made him 
legally guilty of the arson. The 
commissioner held the evidence 
showed the confession had been 
voluntary. 

Commissioner Cooley pointed out 
that there need not be a design 
to take human life in order to make 
a homicide, resulting from arson, 
murder in the first degree. He 
held Meadows had a fair trial and 
his guilt was clearly established. 
All of the Judges of the division 
concurred. 

The Negro, White, was convicted 
of killing Hollis at Hollis’ home in 
rear of 2641 Pine street. The body 
was not found for two days. White 
was arrested after he attended a 
funeral wearing clothing recognized 
as Hollis’ and had sold a watch 
belonging to Hollis. White admit- 
ted the killing, but pleaded self- 
defense in a quarrel] over purchase 
of a pint of whisky. 

Commissioner John T. Fitzsim- 
mons overruled numerous defense 
claims of error and held that White 
had been fairly tried. 


Meadows’ Attorney to Ask for Court 
Rehearing. 

Meadows’ attorney, Herbert H. 
Blair, said he would ask the Su- 
preme Court for a rehearing, and 
if that should be denied would ap- 
peal to the Governor for clemency. 

Meadows, held in the City Jail. 
was told of the Supreme Court's 
decision by a Post-Dispatch report- 
er. He took the news calmly and 
said: “Thank you very much for 
coming over here to tell me. I 
suppose there is nothing for me to 
do wntil | hear from my lawyer.” 

Ralph Pearson, also sentenced to 
death in the arson conspiracy, has 
appealed to the Supreme Court, and 
this case will not come up for hear- 
ing before next October, it was said 
today, by his attorney, Charles M.

SAYS SOUEEZE-OUT 
INR-KOSTOCK WAS 
“INSIDE RIGGING” 


W.. J. Morgan, Former 
Wisconsin Attorney-Gen- 
eral, Testifies at Senate 
Market Inquiry.

WASHINGTON, June 10.—Wil- 


liam J. Morgan of Milwaukee, a 
former Wisconsin Attorney-General, 
.told the Senate Banking Committee 


in its stock market investigation 
today that “the most drastic 
squeeze-out” of stockholders he had 
ever seen occurred in Radio Keith 
Orpheum stock in 1931. 

Morgan appeared as attorney for 
Ernest W. Stern of Milwaukee, a 
volunteer witness whom Chairman 
Norbeck (Rep.), South Dakota, de- 
scribed as a “lamb” who had been 
“shorn.” 

Morgan said there was a “con- 
certed short selling drivé’’ in Ra- 
dio-Keith-Orpheum stocks in Octo- 
ber and November, 1931. 

“The net result of this short sell- 
ing campaign,” he said, “was that 
the Radio Corporation of Ameriva 
for $11,500,000 acquired R.-K.-O., 
which had assets of $352,000,000, of 
which $67,000,000 were clear as- 
sets.” 

Morgan asserted the “short sell- 
ing drive” was handled on the New 
York Stock Exchange by Michael J. 
Meehan. 

He contended stockholders were 
“squeezed out” by being assessed 
$5 a share on penalty of iosing 
three-quarters of their share, and 
that this stock was acquired by R. 
+ * 

Morgan told the committee the 
“short selling drive’ was coincident 
with the reorganization in which 
R. Cc. A. acquired R.-K.-O. 

The drive, he said, began Oct. 22, 
1931, and was “practically com- 
pleted” on Nov. 12. 

Stirn said the “short selling cam- 
paign” reached its peak at the time 
of a “secret directors’ meeting” at 
which it was decided to assess the 
stock on the ground an emersency 
was faced. 

“It was an inside rigging opera- 
tion,” he said.

FIRST OF $5,000,000 
GOLD BROUGHT UP 
FROM SUNKEN SHIP 


Bullion Reached After Two 
Years, Work, Loss of Two 
Vessels and 15 Lives.

BREST, France, June 10.—First 
results of two years of work to re- 
cover $5,000,000 gold from the 
sea were obtained today when div- 


ers from the Italian salvage ship 
Artiglio II brought up $45,000 
from the hold of the sunken steam- 
er Egypt. The gold is in bullion. 

The Egypt was rammed and sunk 
off the French coast by a cargo 
steamer in 1922. 

[In 1930 the Italian salvage ship 
Artiglio set out to raise it, but bad 
weather prevented. ‘The Artiglio 
was blown to bits with a loss of 14 
lives a short time later. 

The salvage company then sent 
the sister-ship of the Artiglio, the 
Raffio, to carry on the work. The 
captain sank an eight-ton block of 
concrete to anchor his ship. As 
the block fell it caught in a chain 
and upset the ship. One of the 
crew was lost. 

The Artiglio IJ set out for the 
Egypt’s position on May 25, 1931. 
No sooner had it arrived than bad 
weather set in. It took the divers 
three days to find the Egypt, and 
when they did find it they could 
do no work. Finally they succeed- 
ed in ripping open the Egypt’s 
deck, and by July 5 were only eight 
feet from the gold. The weather 
again turned bad. Slowly, however, 
they dug away, and on Nov. 17 they 
broke through into the gold room. 

Winter set in and the attempt 
had to be abandoned for the time. 
Last month the search was begun 
again and the first gold bars wére 
plumped down on the Artiglio’s 
deck today. 


BANK IN CHIGAGO LOOP QUITS, 
TO PAY DEPOSITORS IN FULL 


People’s Trust & Savings on Michi- 
gan Avenue Had $17,000,000 
Deposits Last Report.

CHICAGO, June 10.—Perplexed 


by dwindling’ business, the People’s 
Trust & Savings Bank, downtown 
Michigan avenue bank headed by 
Earle H. Reynolds, announced yes- 
terday it would liquidate its af- 
fairs, pay off its depositors in full, 
and quit business. 

Such a step has been taken by 
several outlying banks, but this is 
the first instance in recent years 
of a downtown bank telling the 
depositors to come and get it. The 
People’s Bank is at 32 North 
Michigan avenue, at the corner of 
Washington street and just a block 
from the edge of the loop. 

“Business conditions are such 
that the operation of the bank has 
become unprofitable,” Reynolds 
said in announcing the plans. 
“The directors, therefore, have de- 
termined to liquidate the affairs of 
the bank. Arrangements have 
been made for the payment, in full, 
of all deposits.” 

Reynolds added that no new de- 
posits will be accepted, but that 
the bank quarters will be kept open 
indefinitely to accommodate depos- 
itors in withdrawing or transfer- 
ring their funds. 

At its last report, the bank 
showed deposits of $17,000,000, 
whereas deposits on March 30 last 
were $22,000,000 and consistently 
higher before that time.

—Violet Sharp, a waitress in the 
home of Mrs. Dwight W. Mor- 
row, committed suicide today and 
Col. H. Norman Schwarzkopf, su- 
perintendent of State police, in a 


statement said: “The suicide of 
the girl strongly tends to confirm 
the suspicions of investigating 
authorities concerning her guilty 
knowledge of the kidnaping of tire 
Lindbergh baby.” 

Col. Schwarzkopf, said Miss 
Sharp yesterday had identified a 
picture of Ernest Brinkert, formerly 
of 5050 Post road, White Plains, 
N. Y., as her companion the night 
of the kidnaping, March 1. 

Efforts are being made to find 
Brinkert, whose identification, 
Schwarzkofp said, “caused Miss 
Sharp so much nervousness.” 

Schwarzkopf said Miss Sharp 
had been “under constant suspi- 
cion by the investigating authori- 
ties since she was first interviewed 
at Englewood in the early days of 
the kidnaping case.” 

He said suspicion was aroused 
“because she made _ conflicting 
statements as to her whereabouts 
on the night of the kidnaping and 
because she refused at first to dis- 
close the identity of the man she 
went out with that night. 


Reasons for Suspicion. 
Schwarzkopf said she also re- 


fused to disclose the place visited 
on her trip that night and it had 
since been found that she was in 
communication by telephone with 
the man she was with the night 
before, at 1 o’clock the afternoon 
of March 1. The Lindbergh baby 
was stolen the night of March 1. 
“She knew,” Schwarzkopf said, 
“that the Lindbergh family expect- 
ed to remain in Hopewell (over 
the week-end before the baby was 
kidnaped). Violet Sharp has been 
interviewed a number of times and 
while she was being interviewed at 
Hopewell all of her personal ef- 
fects were confiscated during a 
thorough search that was made of 
her room.

Fleming quoted Means as telling 
him that not long before the baby 
was stolen Means met a former 
fellow prisoner in a New York 
speakeasy. This man, Fleming said 
Means told him, informed Means of 
plans fora kidnaping which would 
his friend was connected with it, 
Fleming said, adding that Means 
told him he then went back to New 
York, made a contact with his 
friend, and found that his theory 
was correct, 

It was because of this, Fleming 
said Means assured him he knew 
he could return the Lindbergh 
baby. The witness added: 

“He told me to keep my mouth 
shut; that if I didn't, I might be 
bumped off." 

The prosecution then rested. 

Testimony Yesterday. 

In weaving the Government's 
case about the former Justice De- 
partment investigator, Rover yes- 
terday elicited from witnesses that 
Means had passed nine $100 bills 
in making purchases for personal 
use after Mrs. McLean turned over 
to him the $100,000 of ransom 
money he is charged with em- 
bezzling.

Realty Man Hired By Mayor 
Thompson Loses Court Case 
By Default.

CHICAGO, June 10.—Edward C. 
Waller Jr., a real estate expert 
under former Mayor William Hale 
Thompson, lost by default yesterday 
a $578,378- verdict to the United 


States Government for income taxes 
which he allegedly failed to pay 
on $580,325 he received from the 
city in 1920 and 1921. 

William J. Duiker, Assistant 
United States District Attorney, said 
the Government would move to 
seize Waller’s one-tenth share of 
his father’s $6,000,000 estate. 
Whether the Government would 
realize anything from the estate, 
however, is problematical inasmuch 
as it was said in divorce proceed- 
ings recently that his share already 
was covered with liens and claims. 

The Government's income tax 
case was based largely on testimony 
and figures brought out in Cook 
County Circuit Court in a suit in- 
stituted by the Chicago Tribune to 
force Thompson and his rea! estate 
experts to refund “expert fees” 
paid them by the city. A $2,245,- 
000 verdict against the defendants 
was Overruled by the State Supreme 
Court. 

The $578,378 verdict included un- 
paid taxes, penalties and interest.

Guilty, Is Convicted of

Oliver C. Hoge, former real es- 
tate dealer, who reconsidered his 


announced plan to pieaa guilty of 
forgery and take a total sentence 
of seven years, today found himself 
facing a 15-year sentence, with 
three other forgery charges still 
pending.

Hempe at 4039 Nebraska avenue. 
Forgery indictments remaining 
against him are in connection with 
other transactions concerning the 
same praperty. 

When Hempe and others discov- 
ered tast June that there were 


braska avenue property instead of 
one, as Hempe had thought, Hoge 
disappeared and was gone for two 
weeks. Then he surrendered to 
police, saying: “I am ready to take 
my medicine.” 
Agreed to Piead Guilty.

It 
was this mortgage that he swore 
the Hempes signed. while they tes- 
tified they never had seen it prior 
to Hoge’'s disappearance last sum- 
mer. 

Hempe has fost his home as a 
result of Hoge’s machinations, ire 
testified. Originally there was an 
$1800 mortgage against the place, 
held by Mrs. Stella Pezolt, and a 
$200 obligation held by another 
person. Desiring to combine these 
when the $1800 mortgage came 
due in July, 1930, Hempe signed a 
new mortgage for $2000 and it was 
sold to Mrs. Lillian Koeln. Hoge, 
the witness said, was to use the 
money from the Koeln sale to take 
up the Pezolt- obligation and the 
one for $200. instead, the Pezolt 
mortgage was renewed, and Hempe 
says the signatures on the renewal 
are forgeries.

|RALPH SEWER TAX 


INJUNCTIONS VOIDED 


Supreme Court Restrains 
County Circuit Judges From 
Halting Collections. 


ITY, June 10.— 
The Missouri Supreme Court en 
banc today permanently restrained 
St. Louis County Circuit Court from 
taking any furthe. action in injunc- 
tion suits against five St Louis 
County sewer districts formed un- 
der the Ralph sewer law. The 
suits were designed to prevent the 
districts from levying and colliect- 
ing sewer taxes. The.court ruled 
the suits were not ~roperly insti- 
tuted. 

The decision today, making abso- 
lute a preliminary rule of prohibi- 
tion issued several months ago, 
does not deal with the merits of 
the repeal of the Ralph sewer law 
by the 1931 Legislature, or the | 
merits of the taxes the district su- 
pervisors proposed to collect to pay 
preliminary ¢xpenses. 

The suits were filed last January 
by Prosecuting Attorney Castien of 
St. Louis County, against the St. 
Ferdinand, Overland, Central, Le- 
may Ferry and Wellston sewer dis- 
tricts. The Circuit Court issued a 
temporary injunction in each in- 
stance, restraining the district su- 
pervisors and the County Collector 
from taking any steps to coliect the 
taxes. The supervisors then ap- 
plied te the Supreme Court for a 
writ of prohibition. 

In support of the application fit 
was contended the Prosecuting At- 
torney was not authorized to in- 


stitute the suits in the name of the 
State and that the Circuit Court

CHICAGO, June 10.—Col. Henry 
W. Anderson of Virginia, a mem-" 
ber of the Wickersham Commission 
and a delegate to the Republican 
national convention, today predict- 
ed that extreme Socialism, as ‘ex- 
emplified by Russia, and extreme 
capitalism, as he said was prac- 
ticed in the United States, were 
both doomed to failure.

SENATE KEEPS 2000 
ON ARMY OFFICER LIST 


Passes $389,000,000 Bill, De- 
feating Plan to Cut Com- 
missioned Personnel. 


By the Associated Prensa, 

WASHINGTON, June 10.—Pro- 
viding for 2000 more officers than 
the 10,000 sanctioned by the House. 
the $389,000,000 War Department 
appropriation bill was approved 
last night by the Senate and sped 
to conference with the other branch 
of Congress. It is the fourth of the 
supply bills to pass both Houses. 
Final approval came without a rec- 
ori vote. 

Upholding its Appropriations 
Committee, the Senate rejected a 
House provision limiting to 10,000 
the number of army officers, and 
agreed there should be 12,000, as 
now. 

Reversing its attitude toward 
other appropriation bills, the Sen- 
ate turned down, 47 to 22, an at- 
tempt by Senator McKellar (Dem.), 
Tennessee, to send the bill back to 
the committee with orders to cut 
the appropriation 10 per cent from 
the $392,000,000 it carried as it 
came from the House. 

MeKellar said the bill had been 
slashed only $3,060,000 from the 
House figures and that greater 
economies should be made because 
preceding bills were decreased by 
larger amounts. 

Norris (Rep.), Nebraska, as- 
sailed the training methods of the 
War Department in citizens’ mili- 
tary training camps, contending 
they taught opposition to the initia- 
tive and referendum, election of 
Judges and the right of recall. La- 
ter in the day a proposal by Nor- 
ris to eliminate $2,603.624 for the 
camps was defeated, 45 to 11. 

Other attempts to change the bill 
were defeated.

If the boxers of today had to 
battle for love or from pride the 
fight game would fold up and 
die at once, The spirit that kept 
fighting alive in the days of 
Sharpe .and Crosby passed -.out 
when boxing was legalized. Pro- 
moters then found there. was 
money in commercializing box- 
ing. 


Longest Fights in History. 

HARPE and Crosby did not 
S fight the longest battle in 
history. There were two oth- 
er longer fights and one prac- 
tically of the same duration, but 
all of them ended in draws, 
Here are the three: 

1884—W. Sheriff and J. 
Walsh fought 76 rounds, & 
hours and 3 minttes, to a 
draw, in Philadelphia. 

1890—-Danny Needham and 

Patsy Kerrigan fought 100 
rounds, 6 hours and 39 min- 
utes to a@ draw at San Fran- 
cisco. 

1893——Andy Bowen and Jd. 
Burke fought 110 rounds, 7 
hours and 19 minutes to a 
draw, in New Orieans (longest 
fight in history).

Training for fights was very 
different 40 years ago. Sta- 
mina and wind were the ob- 
jectivea, rather than speed; and 
defense played a much greater 
part in the instruction of a boxer 
than it does .oday 

Nevertheless it still seems ine 
credible that the human frame 
could endure such heroics as 
must have been involved in 
“toeing the scratch” hour after 
hour in a finish fight. 

There is as much difference 
between the short modern boxing 
events and those of the early) 
days of the game as between a’ 
modern horse race and the ter- 
rific four-mile heat; swaces of 60 
yeats ago. — 

In spite of it, however, we 
find that the old-time strug- 
gies, exhausting as they must 
have been, did not work any un- 
usua] harm to the athletes. To: 
day Sharpe, although in the 
sixties, is splendidly preserved. 
He is straight as an arrow and 
still tough and wiry, despite 
service in both the Spanish- 
American and the World wars.

LEAGUE REPORT URGES. 
RETURN TO GOLD BASE 


Best Monetary Mechanism at 
Present Stage of Develop- 
ment, Committee Finds. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, June 10.—A return to 
the gold standard was recommend- 
ed by the League of Nations Gold 
Committee yesterday in a report 
that declared the gold standard to 
be the best available monetary 
mechanism at this stage of eco- 
nomic development. 

To aid in restoration of the gold 
standard in those countries which 
have abandoned it, the report rec- 
ommended a “satisfactory solution 
of the war debts and reparations 
problems,” as well as a reasonable 
degree of freedom in the movement. 
of goods and services. 

The committee has been working 
for two years. -George E. Roberts 
represented the United States, the 
other members coming from South 
Africa, Belgium, Germany, France 
and Italy. 

“Where credit contraction has 
been carried to extremes, it is 
proper, indeed imperative,” the re- 
port said, “for the Central Bank to 
take action within its power to 
check excessive contraction.”’ 

The present reserve ratios which 
now bind the Central Banks should 
be reduced and the gold exchange 
standard system should be revived 
in modified form, the report added.

NEW YORK, June 10.—Former 
President Calvin Coolidge, discus- 
sing international war debts in the 
July issue of the International-Cos- 
mopolitan Magazine, declares these 
obligations “cannot be canceled.” 

After reciting the circumstances 
of the various debt settlements 
agreed on when he was President, 
Coolidge writes: 

“I know we were not trying to 
over-reach anybody nor trying to 
drive a hard bargain. The money 
we furnished we had to borrow. 
Someone must pay ‘t. ‘It cannot 
be canceled. If we do not collect 
it from Europe, we must collect it 
from our own taxpayers.” 


He ca.s he has no knowledge of 
what is in the mini of the present 
Government, but goes on to say 
that, at the time the settlements 
were made, “we ‘vere seeking to 


restore faith in international] cinan- ° 


cial integrity for the good of the 
world.” 
Money for General War Purposes. 

In calling a:tention to the vari- 
ous loans mad. to Europe by the 
United States, he goes on: 

“But we get little help from spe- 
cific figures or reasons for making 
the loans. In the mair we fur- 
nished money to carry on the war. 
Others borrowed it for that general 
purpose. After the armistice, we 
furnished more .aoney for food, 
supplies and reconstruction. 

“Years after we settled the Dill 
of $11,565,006,000 on a present 
worth basis at 5 per cent interest 
for $5,888.000.000. We thought 
that was within the capacity of the 
debtors to pay. We knew they 
must get the nreans to pay by pro- 
ducing goods and selling services. 
That is the way-we got the means 
to make the loans.. If we could 
produce these results within three 
years we thought Europe could 
make the return to us in 62 years.” 

Effect on Trade “Probiematical.” 

The effect of debt payments on 
foreign trade, Coolidge holds, is 
somewhat problematical. 

“With all its unknown and uwn- 
knowable factors,” he explains, “it 
is not possible to make an accurate 
analysis of either foreign or do- 
mestic trade. But there are some 
features of its relation to cancella- 
tion that seem plain. In the first 
place, to remit the debts would be 
a direct subsidy of over a quarter 
of a billion dollars per year to the 
government of foreign countries 
made for the assumed purpose of 
inducing their people to trade with 
our people. While that would be 
something distinctly new under the 
sun we ought not to discard it on 
that account without examination. 

“While there sentiment in 
trade it is largely matter of in- 
terest, going where it is most ad- 
vantageous. The foreign people 
being relieved of certain taxes it ts 
assumed would have more money 
to spend. But how can we be as- 
sured it would be expended here? 
The natural place for them to buy 
goods would be where the price 
was lowest. Our taxes would be 
higher because the bonds we ‘1s- 
sued to get money to lend Europe 
must be paid. «That would increase 
the cost of our production. 

“Instead of being better able to 
meet world competition and sell 
more goods to Europe, the chances 
would seem to be that our costs 
would be so high that Europe 
would not only find cheaper goods 
in other countries but would be 
better able than at present to take 
away our foreign trade in non- 
European countries.”

There even are reports that they 
will put up a candidate against the 
sevelt-pledged Senator Barkley 
Kentucky for“temporary chair- 
man. They may not go that far, 
but there is no question the Roose- 
velit move to substitute Senator 
Walsh of Montana for Shouse has 
been accepted as a definite attempt 
to read the whole Smith-Raskob- 
Shouse influence out of the conven- 
tion picture. 

Roosevelt Changes Tactics. 

The decision to oppose Shouse 
surprised most politicians. Up to 
now, the Rooseveltian strategy has 
been almost wholly conciliatory. 
When Al Smith made his celebrated 
thrust at “demagogues,” the reply 
was softly-worded. When Shouse 


ments Committee tor chairman, it 
was interpreted widely as a Roose- 
velt gesture of recognition toward 
that wing of the party which was 
opposing him.

HEN 60,000,000 noses have been on 

the world politics grindstone—to

But a people of high 
intelligence and proud spirit seldom exit 
so gracefully. 
Germany is down. She has been down

Certainly 
they are steadily swelling the ranks of 
the Nazi. In a few short years, Hitler's 
little band of seven Diet representatives 
has increased to 162.

Only a combination of common sense 
and decent humanity can help Germany;

perative power; of intelligence and pa- 
tience. Too long has she been fenced off 
and prodded. Her old men may still be 
eatisfied with sceing visions and dream- 
ing dreams, but her young folks want 
action; quick, direct action. Young Ger- 
many is saying, “Let's take a chance— 
any chance.” Without an _ instinctive 
patience, the governmental apple cart 
would have been overturned long ago. It 
takes neither a statesman nor a crysta! 
gazer to know that something is going to 
happen in Germany. 

Germany must have trade. She must 
have the confidence of others. She must 
have a chance. She must have the cer- 
tain assurance that certain items in the 
Versailles Treaty will be clipped and re- 
shaped. 

If Germany is given a decent fighting 
chance, she will go ahead with the fam- 
ily of nations, to her cood and theirs. 
Her self-respect and restraining patience 
will be her bulwark against the strain 
and stress of the too-radical elements. 
Without the decent chance, we may see 
some red fire and small smoke. More. 
we may be caught in the fire. Kecall 
1914 Again, millions of people may be- 
come victims to a little blaze which is 
gradually gathering headway for the 
very simple reason that nobody seems 
to have the intelligence or will to do 
something now, while there is time.

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A SON OF THE WILD JACKASS. 
Senator Brookhart’s humiliating defeat at the 
hands of Henry Field, a radio station operator, with 
absolutely no experience in public affairs, must have 
come as a great surprise to him. Brookhart rose to 
a position of prominence fn the Senate almost as soon 
as he entered that body. Usually, that is a guarantee 
of political success at home, as witness Borah, Norris, 
Walsh of Montana and Smoot, who have little trouble 
being re-elected. Brookhart is a man of) fierce, driv- 
ing energy, a good speaker, and possesses, we believe, 
a sincere, if often misguided, passion for economic 
justice. 

It is said the presence of five Brookharts on the 
Federal payroll was used effectively against him in 
the campaign and was a potent factor in his defeat, 
but it is incredible that American voters, notoriously 
complacent about money-getting of public men, should 
permit this to overshadow other considerations.

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OUR TAX ON BACHELORS. 
Among the tax plans offered while Congress was 
searching for new revenue sources was a proposal 
for a bachelor tax, following the example of several] 
foreign countries. The idea seemed to be that bach- 
elors should be assessed for their alleged advantage 
over benedicts in having less responsibility and in 
possessing the privilege of enjoying their incomes 
without household expenditures. Whatever the mer- 
its of such a levy, and its advocates were few, it ap 
parently was forgotten that we already have such a 
tax. That is, the income tax exemptions operate to 
the same end. Curiously enough, this virtual bach- 
elor tax has been reduced in the new tax bill. Former- 
ly, the married man, with a $3500 exemption, had a 
$2000 advantage over the bachelor. The new mea- 
sure lowers the married man's exemption to $2500 and 
the single man’s to $1000, reducing the difference to 
$1500. At the new law's rate of 4 per cent, a married 
man with $4000 income will pay $60 and a bachelor 
$120. That is a noticeable subsidy to matrimony, and 
should satisfy those who wanted to tax the bach- 
elor’s independent state.

HOPES LAUSANNE PARLEY 
WILL BRING ECONOMIC UPTURN 


Neville Chamberlain Says Europe 
Nears Unanimity on Causes 
and Cure of Depression. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, June 10.—By a vote 
of 409 to 34 the House of Commons 
today passed the finance bill on 
third reading and sent it to the 
House of Lords, which promptly 
passed it.on first-reading. This is 
the enabling measure for the bud- 
get. 

In the debate Lord Lansbury, 
the Labor leader, appealed for 
world co-operation in the economic 
field. Neville Chamberlain, Cha 
cellor of 1c Exchequer, agreed 
with him, asserting that co-opera- 
tion was the only means by which 
the world’s problems could ~— be 
solved. 

Chamberlain said there was now 
in Europe a closer approach to 
unanimity regarding the causes of 
the depression and the steps neces- 
sary to solve it. He expressed a 
hope that the bausanne conference 
might be the turning point in Eu- 
rope’s contemporary economic his- 
tory. Even if that hope were dis- 
appointed, he saic, it did not mean 
further taxation was inevitable in 
England. He declared he did not 
believe Great Britain had come to 
the end of its rescurces in reducing 
expenditures.

Beat egg whites to a froth and 
then add a light sifting of sugar 
and continue to add sugar grad- 
ually until it is all used. The 
meringue should hold a point when 
the beater is drawn out. Then add 
vanilla and spread each unbaked 
layer cake with the meringue, on 
top. Sprinkle with the nuts. Bake 20 
to 25 minutes in an oven of 325 de- 
grees. Allow to cool and remove 
from pans and fill with pineapple 
filling, 1 cup whipping cream, one 
cup crushed can pineapple, 
drained; one-fourth teaspoon va- 
nilla, one and one-half tablespoons 
powdered sugar. 

Place one layer, meringue side 
down, on cake plate. Whip the 
cream, add powdered sugar, drained 
pineapple and vanilla. Then spread 
this filling on layer. Place other 
layer on top with meringue side “up.

Cover closely and boil gently for 20 
minutes. 

Then add ene quart milk, three 
tablespoons butter and two tablile- 
spoons flour mixed to a smooth 
paste with a little cold water. Re- 
heat to the boiling point and serve 
hot with crackers or croutons.

A SED STRAWBERRIES 
ARE WINTER TREAT 


Unusual Treatment of Fruit 
Makes This a Much Appre- 
ciated Delicacy. 


Before the strawberries are gone, 
try spicing some, and you will be 
delighted with the luscious results. 
But put them right away, for if 
the family tastes them now, there 
will be none jeft for winter when 
they will go so well with meats. 

Take the following ingredients: 
Four cups (two pounds) prepared 
fruit, six and a half cups (two and 
three-quarter pounds) sugar, one- 
half cup vinegar, one teaspoon each 
cinnamon, cloves, allspice, one-half 
bottle (one-half cup) fruit pectin. 

Use fully ripe berries. To pre- 
pare fruit, cut small or medium 
berries in halves lengthwise; large 
berries in quarters. 

Measure sugar, prepared fruit, 
vinegar and spices into large ket- 
tle, mix well, and bring to a full 
rolling boil over hottest fire. 

Stir constantly before and while 
boiling. Boil hard three minutes. 
Remove from fire and stir in pec- 
tin. Then stir and skim by turns 
for just five minutes td cool slight- 
ly, to prevent floating fruit. 

Pour quickly. Paraffin hot jam 
at once. Makes about 10 eight- 
ounce glasses. 


Poached Eggs in Cream. 

Put half cup of cream sauce into 
shallow baking dish. Open eggs 
carefully and place on sauce. Cook 
over boiling water from 10 to 15 
minutes or until eggs are set or as 
firm as desired. Cover with half 
cup of cream sauce, sprinkle with 
chopped parsley and dust with 
paprika and serve.

A fine dessert combining two 
popular fruits wus served at one 
of the hotels this week. Canta- 
loupe, delicately chilled, was filled 
with red raspberries dusted with 
powdered sugar, with a topping of 
whipped cream sprinkled with 
chopped nuts. Nat at all a dessert 
for the lady who is reducing, but 
oh, so good! 

And melon ball cocktails in 
srapefruit juice were delightful at 
another hotel. Small balls of the 
melon were evidently soaked for 
some time in the juice, well chilled, 
and then served with a garnish of 
mint leaves. 


LAMB CASSEROLE IS 
EASY TO PREPARE 


For dinner you will like a cas- 
serole of lamb with vegtables for 
several reasons—first because it 
can be prepared in the morning.

If you are fortunate enoukh. to 
have an oven with a regulator that 
shuts off the heat at a given time, 
you can use a more moderate tem- 
perature, leave the casserole to 
cook for three to four hours, then 
reheat it at dinner time.

Soak two ta- 
blespoons plain gelatine in one- 
fourth cup cold water for 10 min- 
utes, dissolve in one cup scalded 
milk and add one-fourth cup sugar.

| EAST ST, LOUIS CUTS PAY 
OF TEACHERS 15 PER CENT 


School Executives Also Included; 
Reduction Expected to Save 
$104,000 Next Year. 

Pay cuts averaging about 15 per 
cent for teachers and executives 
were voted last night by the East 
St. Louis Bourd of Education, 8 to 
4. Dissenting voters argued that 
the cut was greatest for those who 
had risen to the highest salaries. 

The reductions call for deduction 
of three days’ pay monthly for 
teachers and principals of grade 
and high schools, and for four 
days’ pay for the superintendent 
and his assistants, who, respective- 
ly, get $7500 and $6000 a year. The 
net saving for next year was esti- 
mated at $104,000. 

Beginners will receive $1000 a 
year instead of $1200. The fixed 
annual increase of $5 a month will 
continue until they reach the maxi- 
mums, $2250 for grade _ school 
teachers, $3050 for high school 
teachers with A. B. degrees and 
$3250 with master’s degrees.
